Report of Board of Health. - 


. 


The Board of Health of the town of Plymouth for the fiscal 
year ending Feb. 29th, 1888, submit the following report: 


There have been sixteen written and verbal requests to visit 
different dwellings and places and twenty-five visits made, and in 
all the cases the owners or occupants have readily made the re- 
pairs or changes suggested. 


We have sent water from nine different wells and aqueducts 
to the State Board of Health for analysis, the reports of which 
are on file. 


There has been but one case of diphtheria reported in town 
for the past year, and upon investigation of the premises and the 
water, we are of the opinion that the case was imported. There 
has been but one case of typhoid fever, and upon investigation 
the Board of Health were unanimous in the decision that it was 
caused by using polluted well wuter. Neither of the above cases 
proved fatal. 


The sewer running from Main street past the Record office to 
connect with Main street sewer running south became stopped 
and unfit for use, and was repaired and put in good condition at 
an expense of $66.00. There has been a sewer constructed lead- 
ing from Webster & Russell’s store past the Bank, and connect- 
ing with the Main street sewer running north. 


The Langdon street sewer, so called, for the construction of 
which a certain portion of the taxes of 1886 was voted has been 
commenced. This is a fifteen-inch sewer. It connects with the 
Main street sewer opposite the Town Hall, and has been extend- 
ed west up Cook street far enough to intersect the old stone drain 
which runs under the Town Hall, at an expense of $140.00 for 
material, and $60.00 for labor. The sewer up Highland street 
has been extended some 450 feet with a ten-inch pipe, and the 
Main street sewer running north by the Kidder lot has been ex- 
tended about 100 feet with an eighteen-inch pipe. ;

The duties pertaining to the office of the Board of Health 
which are generally supposed to be of a peculiarly disagreeable 
nature, have not proved so at all in our experience during the 
past year. In all our official visits we have been courteously re- 
ceived; in nearly every case our suggestions and requirements 
readily and willingly complied with, and we think we have been 
the agents of much good. 

The general sanitary condition of the village is excellent—far 
better doubtless than the average country village. The Plymouth 
aqueduct water, a specimen of which was analyzed late in the 
summer. is pronounced good, and to these conditions is probably 
due our immunity from the more common and dangerous zymotic 
diseases such as cholera infantum, dysentery, diphtheria, erysipe- 
las and typhoid fever. 

Let it not be understood however that our condition is either 
perfect or satisfactory, for the system of sewage in this village is 
not yet completed, and there are questions of a serious and diffi- 
cult nature to be considered and dealt with. Each and every sea- 
son brings with it the general errors of sanitation which must be 
attended to, and as the village becomes more populous, people 
locating and building on the back streets, the duties of this office 
will become more and more important, and will need more and 
more the attention of a competent Board.

Report of Highway Surveyors.

The highways of the town are divided into 18 districts, and a 
Superintendent appointed to each. To each superintendent was 
sent a copy of instructions as follows: 


To the Supt. of District No......... 
We send you herewith a list of the highway taxes 
levied in your district, amounting to $........ which amount 


you are authorized to expend for the year ending May 1, 1888, re- 
serving one-third of said amount to be expended during the win- 
ter, subject to the following instructions: 

1. You will give the taxpayers in your district an oppor- 
tunity to work cut their taxes by employing them, their teams and 
their regular help, at such times and in such manner as you may 
deem best, to keep the roads in good safe con lition for public use. 

2. You will not permit any taxpayer.to employ special help 
to work out his taxes, as a substitute. 

3. In case any taxpayer shall neglect or decline to work out 
his highway taxes under your direction, you are authorized to 
employ such labor (in place of taxpayers neglecting or declining 
to work) as in your judgment may be best and necessary, and re- 
port the same to the highway surveyor at the end of the month 
in which such labor is employed, but in no case to expend a great- 
er sum than that above mentioned. 

4. You will keep a correct account (in book provided) of all 
work performed under your supervision, stating date, names of 
parties employed and teams, allowing not exceeding the following 
prices for services rendered: 

For a man $1 50 per day. 

Pair of horses and cart $2 00 per day. 

Horse and cart $1 00 per day. 

Yoke of oxen and cart $1 50 per day.

The only important change in the boundary of districts was 
the enlargement of No. 2, taking in all the streets of the village 
and extending to summit of Ward’s hill. — 


There being no suitable gravel in this vicinity with which to, 
make good roads—and solid permanent roads being the object in 
view—we purchased a stone crusher, at a cost of $500, to prepare 
material for macadamizing. 


Highland Sr; hill has been re-graded from to» to bottom, also 
Main St., from opposite Hull’s to John Mason’s place, and the 
whole covered with crushed stone six inches deep in the centre 
and four inches deep on the sides. f 


We feel confident that the road so treated will need little, if 
any, repairs for a long time. 


IIoyt’s hill on the Hebron turnpike has been regraded its 
entire length, at an expense of $250. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


It being important to make proper provisions for surface water, 
in order to protect the streets from being washed when improved, 
we felt obliged to expend quite a sum on sewers and cesspools, 
which was not anticipated. Heretofore all street sewer openings 
have been direct, allowing sand, clay, etc., free access to the 
sewers, rendering them liable to complete stoppage and conse- 
quent heavy exnense for repairs. In all cases where necessary to 
provide for surface wate rwe have constructed a brick cesspool to 
iake the water, and connected this, 14 feet from the bottom, with 
sewers generally with a trap to exclude the gas. 

These cesspools can and should be cleaned out once a year, so 
that no mud shall be allowed to get into the sewers. 

About 1300 feet sewer pipe have been laid and eleven cess- 
pools and connections made at an expense of $722 59, all of which 
has been charged to highway department. 

In the past there has been from $500 to $800 per annum paid 
out for breaking roads, in addition to the regular highway tax, 
which amount has been charged to general expenses. Under the 
present system the entire expense of maintaining roads, summer 
and winter, must be charged to the highway department.

PAYMENTS. 


Our revised, or, perhaps, more properly speaking, new, con- 
tract with the Water Company requires that the payments render 
it shall be made semi-annually on the first day of January and 
first day of July of each year. The board have had no trouble 
with the Water Company in relation to this matter, though the 
Firewards have been unable to meet their payments promptly 
for the reasons hereinafter set forth. According to the report 
of last year, there was due the Water Company on the first day of 
last July the sum of $685.13—$675 rental, and $10.13 interest on 
the payment due January 1, 1887. As the annual meeting, at 
which this sum was provided for, was held in March the Select- 
men and Collector found it impossible to assess and collect suf- 
ficient of the amount to meet the two payments due July 1, 1887, 
and the current expenses of the town. Consequently your Fire- 
wards held numerous conferences with the Seiectmen and Treas- 
urer of the Water Company. We found that the Selectmen were 
unwilling to borrow money on the credit of the Town for the 
District unless the District would assume the responsibility of 
paying the interest. Of course the injustice of taxing the whole 
town for the benefit of but a portion must be manifest to every 
one. And as the Water Company were willing to wait until such 
time as they needed the money, provided interest was paid them, 
and as interest had to be paid in any event, your Firewards chose 
the latter alternate at the request of the Selectmen. The report 
of the Treasurer will furnish further information.

WATER SUPPLY. 


The water supply has been during the entire year, we are 
happy to say, very much in excess of the amount. called for by 
the contract, although owing to the large amount of ice in the 
reservoir, and the habit of numerous of our citizens, as we are 
informed by the Water Company, of letting the water run nights 
at their residences as a preventive of freezing (as is done in every 
city and town where a similar water system as ours exists,) the 
supply became somewhat depleted from its usual quantity. The 
year’s experience bears out the belief of last year that the Dis- 
trict would never be troubled on that score again. 


FIRES. 


The past year has passed into history as one of the most 
disastrous in the way of fires that the State ever experienced; not 
only the State but the whole country. While other thriving towns 
in this state have met with enormous losses, our beautiful village 
has in a great measure been spared. The first fire happened in 
May, when the residence of John R. Stevens was destroyed, 
These’ buildings were located within the limits of the District, but 
were so situated that the department was unable to render any 
assistance. An alarm was promptly sounded and the apparatus 
taken out. and some of the members did excellent work in saving 
and caring for property. This leads us to remark oa the itijustice 
done a portion of the District. They are heavily taxed for that 
which, under the present order of things, is of no earthly use to 
ihem. The next most important fire was the one in November at 
the Plymouth House, so called. These buildings were saved with 
but comparatively trifling Joss. ‘This fire will be referred to in 
another portion of this report. These, with an alarm from the 
shoe shop, the blaze being extinguished before the company reach- 
ed there, alihough the company with the hose carriage was on the 
ground in less than five minutes after the alarm first sounded, to- 
gether with a few slight blazes which were extinguished without 
an alarm, constituted the fire losses during the year. 


NEW APPARATUS. 


To further increase the efficiency of giving alarms the Dis- 
trict has contributed a trifle toward placing the powerful whistle 
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at the shoe shop. We have also provided the hose reel witha 
first-class set of runners for use in the deep snows of winter at 
an expense of $30, asum considerably less than the Firewards 
estimated at the last annual meeting. ‘This cannot fail to be of 
great advantage to the District and materially improve the efficien- 
cy of the department. 


FIRE COMPANY. 


The district has been unfortunate the past year in respect to 
iis fire company. Three times have the Firewards been called 
upon to reorganize it; but no sooner would they flatter themselves 
they had a good working company than it would get demoralized 
for one reason or another. Since the present meteod of goyern- 
ing the company was adopted in 1883 the Firewards and officers 
have required a strict observance of the rules, one of which is 
that the men shall report at stated intervals, at least once a month. 
A failure to do this three times in succession subjects the delin- 
quent to summary removal from the company. The Firewards 
firmly believe, and continued practical observation confirms and 
strengthens the belief, that without discipline and practice a com- 
pany, composed of no matter how good men, will be of but little 
practicai use beyond just so many men picked from the ‘‘sidewalk 
comimittee.’’ You got a practical illustration of this at the Ply- 
mouth House fire. In commissioning Firemen it: is not always 
possible to tell who will live up to the present rules and require- 
ments. Men will promise well, and then after serving a short 
time will begin neglecting their duties, until the company itself, or 
the Firewards, are compelled to remove them. Another thing, 
we have found it, at times, difficult to get suitable men to enlist. 
At the time of the fire to which we referred and which caused so 
much ill-natured, adverse and some unjust criticism the company 
was in a demoralized condition. A large proportion of the older 
and best disciplined members had but a very short time previous- 
ly left town and their places had not been filled, and another por- 
tion were negligent of their duties and have since then been dis- 
charged. The First Fireward was also absent. We do not for 
ourselves claim an amount of skill above all others, but we do 
calim that the intelligence of the two or three old firemen who 
were there, notably Foreman Fred A. Batchelder and Maurice 
Condon, seconded by the efforts of one or two citizens, was a con- 
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spicuous example of what practice and discipline will do. We 
supp »se all departments in towns no larger than this—and many 
much larger—will always be blessed(?) with a large number of 
presumably well-disposed gentlemen, each one of whom is very 
fast to give his advice and his ‘‘Do this!’’ and ‘‘Do that!” and is 
equally confident this particular way is very much the best and 
generally the only way to gain the object sought. One of the first 
lessons we have always impressed upon new members of the hose 
company was that the only persons from whom they are to take 
orders or pay the slightest attention to are the Fireward. anil the 
officers of the company. Another thing. But comparatively few 
know what to do or how to do it intelligently and expeditiously on 
an alarm of fire. You also got an unpleasant reminder of this at 
the above named fire. Your Firewards and the officers of the 
company have endeavored to faithfully instruct all new recruits 
on these points. We trust the incoming board of Firewards will 
find the company in a fair state of discipline. There are at the 
time or closing this report two vacancies, but they will be filled 
before the annual meeting. 


HYDRANTS. 


The hydrants are all in good condition. | Immediately on the 
election of the board, W. F. Langdon was appointed committee on 
hydrants and they have been in his entire care. during the year 
and as the District last year gave funds for this purpose we find 
it has ample worked to the advantage of the District. | There is 
one thing however, we desire to call your attention and that of 
our successors to be. The hydrant in front of the hose house is 
not a suitable one for the place. It is of the same standard as the 
others and at the time it was set was of proper height. But 
since then certain of the Superintendents of Streets in this Dis- 
trict have seen fit to materially raise the grade at that point, there- 
by burying a considerable portion of the hydrant. It answers very 
well in the summer, but in the winter it is very inconvenient, and 
we recommend that it be replaced by one of proper heighth. It is 
also suggested that it would be well to prepare ‘suitable tar- 
gets to locate the exact spot of the hydrants during deep snows. 
By'so doing the snow around them need be disturbed but little, 
thereby affording the best of protection against sudden an in- 
tense colds. | 
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ESTIMATES. 
The Firewards are pleased to report to you that in their judg- 


ment the department can be run on a very materially reduced ap- 
propriation from last year. -We recommend the fellowing: |

have hinted ai elsewhere, that working without remuneration and 
the unavoidable absence of one of the Firewards and the many 
and unusual changes in the fire company have somewhat hindered 
us in our good endeavors and the otherwise usual efficiency of the 
department. Itisa continual drawback to the efficiency of the 
department that it cannot have some good man at the head of it 
continuously in whom the people have confidence and at the same 
time who can have cordial relations with the men under him. A 
list of the firemen and schedule of the District’s property are at- 
tached, as required by law.
